257.  The  medical  officer  in  charge  will  notify  to  the  Misconduct 
superintendent  any  neglect  or  misconduct  on  the  part  ^^  «j«p«n- 
of  a  nurse,  and,  if  necessary,  will  direct  the  suspension  of  nurses, 
the  nurse  from  duty,  pending  reference  to  the  Principal 
Medical  Officer,  and  if  necessary  to  the  Director-General. 

258.  The  superintendent  will  yearly,  or  when  ordered  to  Confidential 
do  so,  submit  a  confidential  report,  through  the  Principal  ^KSnte"!?* 
Medical  Officer,  to  the  Director-General,  on  the  conduct,  dent, 
capabilities  and  manner  of  performing  duty  of  each  of  the 
nursing  sisters  serving  under  her ;  and  will  state  whether 

she  considers  them  fit  in  every  respect  for  advancement  to 
the  post  of  superintendent. 

269.  Short  leave  of  absence  for  nurses  beyond  the  hours  i^ave  of 
allowed  daily  for  exercise  or  recreation,  but  not  exceeding  absence, 
aeven  days,  will  be  granted  in  writing  by  the  superinten- 
dent, witii  the  concurrence  of  the  medical  officer  in  charge. 
Short  leave  of  absence  to  the  superintendent  or  acting 
superintendent  will  be  granted  by  the  Principal  Medical 
Officer;  but  all  leave  exceeding  seven  days,  or  for  an 
extended  period,  whether  to  the  superintendent  or  to  the 
nurses,  will  be  referred  to  the  Principal  Medical  Officer, 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Director-General.

to  be  obtained  from  the  steward's  store  ou 
I'equisitiou  (Army  Book  4i).  A  list  of  these 
articles  will  be  found  in  the  Apjiendix,  No.  II. 

(i  Hb  will  be  reapouajble  tliat  all  moneys,  medals,  or 
trinkets  which  may  be  in  the  possession  of  a 
patient  on  admisaiou,  or  which  may  be  at  any 
time  afterwards  received  for  the  ufie  of  a  patient 
in  hospital,  are  hiuuled  over  in  the  presence  of 
the  patient,  to  the  quartermaster,  or  (in  liis

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(p)  When  men  are  discharged  from  hospital  he  will 
parade  them  at  the  proper  hour,  and  see  that 
their  kits,  moneys,  medals,  &c.,  are  correctly 
delivered  over  to  tiiem ;  he  will  then  hand  the 
men  over  to  the  non-conunissioned  officer  whose 
duty  it  is  to  march  them  to  barracks. 

{q)  He  will  see  that  every  patient  is  supplied  with  a 
clean  shirt  and  a  clean  pair  of  socks  twice  a 
week,  or  oftener  if  necessary,  and  with  clean 
sheets  onde  a  week,  or  more  frequently  if  neces- 
sary ;  also  that  non-commissioned  officers  while 
patients  in  hospital  wear  chevrons  denoting 
their  rank  ;  when  confined  to  bed  the  chevrons 
will  be  placed  over  the  bed  head  ticket  of  the 
patient. 

(r)  He  will  see  that  every  patient  is  in  bed  by  9  o'clock 
p.m.  in  winter  and  10  o'clock  p.m.  in  smnmer, 
and  that  no  conversation  is  permitted  after  these 
hours.  He  will  see  that  lights  are  put  out,  or 
gas  lowered  at  the  proper  time ;  and  will  make 
his  report  according  to  instructions  received  to 
the  quartermaster  (if  living  within  the  hospital) 
or  to  the  orderly  or  other  medical  officer. 

(<)  When  any  case  of  a  serious  nature,  requiring 
urgent  attendance,  is  in  hosptital,  he  will  be  care- 
ful to  visit  such  patient  at  intervals,  to  see  that 
he  is  being  properly  cared  for,  and  that  nourish- 
ment and  medicine  are  administered  according 
to  the  instructions  of  the  medical  officer. 

(t)  When  a  death  takes  place  he  will  report  it  to  the 
medical  officer  in  charge  as  soon  as  possible,  take 
the  necessary  steps  for  the  removal  of  the  body 
to  the  dead-house,  and  be  responsible  for  its 
being  placed  there  with  the  utmost  decorum  and 
propriety.

415.  The  Registrar  will,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  ^Jf^f.

486.  At  jstationu  whei-a  Lunatic  Hospitak  for  the  treat- 
ment of  insane  Boltliers  are  eetabluhud,  vhethei'  in  con- 
nection with  general  or  atatiou  hospitals,  they  will  be 
conducted  in  aooordance  with  the  f  oUoning  rules,  wlucli 
will  likewise  be  carried  out,  iks  fu-  as  apSicable,  in  all 
lioepitaJs  in  which  lunatica,  or  patieiita  under  ubservntion 
for  insanity,  are  temporarily  detained, 

I.— OhiBf  WaTdmaateT. 

428.  The  CLief  Wanlmaater  will,  under  the  medical 
officer,  be  responsible  for  the  discipline  and  management 
of  the  patieuta,  and  the  general  superintendence  of  the   , 
establiahment. 

4B7.  He  will  see  to  the  pood  order,  tranquillity,  and 
safety  of  the  iimmtea  ;  and,  m  the  absence  of  the  medical 
officer,  will  be  the  only  person  authorised  to  seclude, 
when  necessary,  a  violent  or  unruly  patient,  recording 
every  such  occurrence  in  the  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

4S8.  In  the  performance  of  his  duties  he  will  act  with 
calmueea,  gentleness,  and  humanity ;  but,  at  the  same  time, 
witb  fimine8s,tact,andjudgment,  which  methods  will  often 
be  more  effectual  than  force.  When,  however,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  seize  a  violent  patient,  sufficient  assistance  should 
first  be  mustered  so  that  he  may  bo  at  once  overpowered,  ^ 
and  irritation  and  perhaps  injury  thus  prevented  both  to 
the  patients  and  atteudauts. 

429.  In  his  general  intercourse  with  the  patients  bis  i 
manner  slioidd  be  kind  and  conciiiatoiy,  he  should  be 
ready  to  soothe  and  encourage  the  timid,  desponding,  or 
uielancboly,  and  to  repress  the  audacious  and  refractory, 
but  the  hannlesB  irregularities  of  the  patienta  should  never 
be  interfered  with,  nor  any  open  resistance  made  to  tbeir  < 
errors  or  inclinations. 

430.  He  should  in  his  demeauour  exhibit  strict  propriety 
(if  conduct  and  peifect  self-control,  remembering   that 
insane  patients  are  more  likely  to  imitate  exampleAMj 
foJlow  instnictione. 
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4S1,  He  should  make  himself  thoroughlr  acquaiiit«d 
vnth  the  habits,  dispoeitions,  and  condnct  of  all  the  patiently 
markini;  particularlj  the  cliangea  that  ma;  from  time  to 
time  occiii'  in  their  condition,  BJid  faithfully  reporting;  the 
naniti  to  the  medical  ofGixr,  he  should  cultivate  an  interest 
in  those  placed  under  hia  charge*,  and  inake  every  eadeaTour 
lo  promote  their  comfort 


and  aaatst  the  medical  oificer  iii  the  preparation  of  the 
luious  retnrus  required. 

433.  He  will,  under  instructions  from  the  medical 
olbcers,  arrange  the  details  of  duties  for  the  atteudante ; 
Till,  at  uncertain  hours,  visit  the  hospital  and  assure 
bimself  that  the  attendanta  axe  at  their  respective  posts, 
tiiat  the  patients  are  properly  cared  for.  and  that  the 
routine  of  the  establishment  is  being  carried  out. 

48*.  He  will  visit  every  part  of  the  hospital  after  the 
patients  have  retired  to  bed,  ascertain  that  everything  is 
correct,  and  give  his  final  instructions  to  the  night  watch  ; 
the  foLloiring  morning  he  will  make  a  report  to  the 
uedit^  officer. 

430.  He  will,  in  the  event  of  any  accident,  emergent 
illness,  or  attempted  suicide  resulting  in  personal  iuniry, 
which  may  occur  dm-ing  the  alwenee  of  the  medical  officer. 
JDuuediat^ly  apply  for  the  sen-ices  of  the  orderly  or  Other 
medical  officer  on  duty  nt  the  hospit^il. 

II.— Assistant  Wardmastei. 

439.  The  Asaietaiit  Waivtoaater  will  act  under  the  f  cbsh 
cliiat  wardmaater,  and  will  visit  Bvary  ward  upon  the  ^''""'* 
patJeuts  riaing  in  the  morning,  and  eee  that  all  dirty  linen, 
WdingiClotliing,  £c.,  areatonce  reinoveil  and  exchanged, 
that  tiia  pAtieiita  are  properly  washed  and  clothed  ;  and 
that  tlie  wards,  water-closets,  bathrooms,  &c.,  ai'e  tho- 
loughly  cleaned,  and  in  good  order. 

U7-  He  will  accompany  the  medical  officer  on  his  visits 
Nmid  the  iKispital,  and  carefully  note  an^  instructions  he 
may  then  reoeive  ;  and  will  see  that  medicines  ordered  by 
the  medical  officer,  ave  pro])erly  administered  to  the  sick. 
He  will  also  personally  issue  all  malt  liq^uors,  wine,  &c., 
Dtdered. 

436.  He  will  be  present  during  eacli  meal,  to  see  that  it 
Ih  fairly  distrihuted,  to  maintain  order,  and  particularly 
tn  observe  any  patient  who  may  refuse  his  food.  This 
Utter  circumataQce  will  invariably  be  at  once  repurtedi 
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439.  He  will  aupei'iiiteDil  the  bathing  of  all  patients,  and 
particularly  notice  any  bruises  or  other  injuries  on  any 
part  of  their  persons,  and  at  once  report  the  same ;  he  ■will 
see  that  that  the  supply  of  warm  water  and  towela  is 
Hufficient. 

440.  He  will  fi'equently  visit  the  t»tients  whether  in  the 
hospital,  airing  grounds,  or  outbuilaiugs,  and  see  that  the 
attendants  are  at  their  posts  and  vigilant ;  he  will,  as 
laid  down  for  the  chief  wardmaster,  treat  the  patients  • 
with  kindness,  and  abstain  from  any  harsh  or  intemperate 
language  towards  them.     He  ha^  no  authority  to  seclude 

a  patient. 

441.  He  will  be  present  when  the  patients  retire  to  bed  ; 
aee  that  no  liffhta,  matches,  or  any  articles  likely  to  be 

m  vaed  for  mischief  are  taken  into  the  wards  ;  that  the 
[  patients  are  all  present,  and  that  their  clothes  ai'e  properly 
'  folded  up  and  placed  outside  their  respective  wards. 

442.  He  will  not  leave  the  hospital  without  permission. 


III.— Atteudauta. 

443.  The  AttendantJi  will  be  guided  by  tlie  following 
instruotioaa. 

444.  No  patient  will  be  permitted  to  enter  any  <it  ths 
attendants'  rooms  for  any  purpose  whatever ;  the  doors 
of  these  rooms  will  be  invariably  kept  shut,  and  the 
observation  windows  properly  fastened  ;  no  patient  will 
be  allowed  in  the  kitchen,  scullery,  or  store  rooms,  or  to 
go  beyond  the  hospital  limits  eicept  on  express  authority. 

446.  No  patients  will  he  taken  outside  the  hospitfil 
except  the  working  parties  specially  detailed,  for  wtiivli 
the  attendants  in  fcliarKU  will  be  responsible,  and  take 
care  that  they  return  to  the  hospital  at  the  time  appointed. 
The  patients  are  not  to  be  allowed  to  wander  away  from 
their  work. 

446.  The  attendants  will  treat  the  patients  kindly  but 
firmly,  luid  are  strictly  prohibited  from  haudliug  them 
roughly  or  using  h&rsh  language  to  them.  Every  con- 
sideration should  be  shown  for  Itarmless  irregularitiee, 
and  no  iiijen  resistance  shoidd  \ie  mailo  to  such.  Violent 
Uid  noisy  patients  should  not  be  interfered  with,  excejit 
in  the  prevpntion  of  harm  to  themselves  or  othera,  or  of 
damage  to  property ;  when  interference  is  Deceesary 
assistance  should  be  obtained  unless  the  attendant  is 
Ectly  satisfied  that  he  ie  able  to  deal  with  thera 


perfectly 
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447.  They  will  see  that  the  patients  are  properly  washed 
uid  clothed,  aud  wiU  encourage  habita  of  deanliiieas  aud 
tiiiineaa  of  dress  oinongat  them.  All  articlvs  of  clothiux 
are  to  be  frequently  examined  by  the  attendants  and 
changed  when  reqnisit«.  When  articles  are  damaged  or 
lo8t  by  patients,  the  fact  will  be  at  once  reported  to  the 
chief  wardmaater  ;  any  neglect  of  this  order  wdl  render  the 
Attendant  in  chargeliable  for  the  cost  of  such  loss  ordamage, 

44S.  The  attendants  have  no  authority  whatever  to 
seclude  a  patient,  but  when  he  appears  iu  aiich  a  state 
of  encitement  as  to  require  seclusion  they  are  to  report 
the  matter  to  the  chief  wardmaater- 

44B.  They  will  repress  all  quarrels  among  the  patients 
ud  report  to  the  chief  wardmaster  all  accidents,  quarrels, 
Attempt  at  escape,  or  bodily  or  mental  cliange  in  indivi- 
duals that  may  have  occurred  during  their  period  of  duty. 

460.  They  will  take  every  precaution  to  [ireveut  tha 
paljentB  becoming  possessed  of  knives,  or  otlier  weapons, 
pieces  of  cord,  luctfer  matches,  or  any  article  likely  to 
prove  dangerous  to  themselves  or  others  ;  and  with  this 
view  razors  or  knives  belonging  to  the  attendants  are  nut 
to  be  kept  in  their  packs,  but  will  be  locked  up  in  the 
cupboaras  of  their  respective  rooms. 

461,  They  will,  aa  directed,  cut  the  hair  and  nails  of 
patients,  being  careful  to  permit  only  one  patient  to  be 
present  at  a  time,  and  not  to  allow  the  scissors  or  kiiivea 
to  go  out  of  their  own  poasession, 

4SS.  They  will,  when  a  patient  Is  seized  with  sudden 
illness,  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  chief  ward- 
master  ;  but  if  it  be  a  tit  the  patient  is  at  once  lirat  to  be 
put  ina  place  of  safety,  and  Ins  clothes  loosened  about  the 
neck  and  chest. 

4BS.  They  will  be  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and 
care  of  the  furaiture,  equipment,  &c.,  of  their  respective 
vards  and  rooms,  and  also  for  the  clothing  in  use  tiy  the 
patients,  r'^hey  will  look  daily  to  tlie  fastenings  of 
windows  and  doors  to  see  that  Uiey  are  secui'e,  and  have 
iMt  been  tampered  with,  and  aJau  take  care  that  brooms, 
titensila,  &c.,  used  in  cleaning  are  ]mt  out  of  reach  after 
the  work  is  done. 

4B4.  They  will  bold  no  communication  with  any  persona 
■outside  I'eapecting  any  of  the  patients,  or  convey  auy 
IttterB  or  messages  to  or  from  ttem ;  all  correspondence 
nceived    is  to  be  taken  to  the  chief  wardmaater  for 


456.  Thev  wilt  not  permit  smokiug  in  any  of  the  wards 
r  rocms  without  the  authority  of  the  medical  officer. 
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468.  They  -will,  in  pass 
careful  to  properly  close  . 
to  prevent  the  escape  of  the  patieute. 

467.  They  will  ^ve  particuJar  atteiitiun  tu  and  frei 
quently  tiait  Iho  bath  rooma,  water-eloseta,  latrine^  ftdjj 
which  are  often  resorted  to  by  suicidal  patients,  and  llloM 
addicted  tu  vicious  practices. 

468.  Tlwy  will  he  pretient  in  their  respectifB  wards  at 
bed  time,  aw  tllat  the  patients  are  oil  present,  tliat  tbeir 
elodiiikg  13  neatly  folded  up  and  placed  oiitaide  the  ward») 
that  they  have  no  ma-tchea,  pieces  of  U'on,  cord,  or  otiier 
article  of  a  daiigeroua  character  iu  their  pcsseaaiou,  at 
secreted  in  their  beddtug ;  and  they  will  on  no  aocodut 
whatever  quit  the  post  or  duty  oasigned  to  them  without 
pennisaion. 

469.  Thw  will  freqilantly  examine  the  patients  to 
ascertain  if  they  suffer  fmm  brulties  or  injuries  of  nuy 
kind,  and  any  such  discovered  will  be  at  once  reported. 

480,  They  will  esercise  exti'eme  vigilance  against  firo; 
In  the  event  of  a  gaa  bracket  being  piilled  down,  or  ati^ 
.pe  of  gas  occuriing,  tJie  hole  should,  if  poeaibie,  be  at 
i  plugged,  ami  the  gas  turned  otf  from  the  entire 
lan<liug  if  ueeeijsary,  but  this  should  be  done  qliietLy  tu 
prevent  alarm  amongst  the  patients. 

461.  The  TariouB  duties  of  the  attendants  will  be  per- 
formed in  a  quiet  manner,  aud  anything  likely  to  create 
excitement  aiuongat  the  patients  is  to  be  studiously 
avoided. 

402.  The   following  clauses  of   an  Act  of  Parliament 
'   ai'i  published  fot-  the  guidance  of  all  Jieriiuus  employed 
in  attendance  on  lunatics : — 

"If  any  superintendent,  oflieei',  or  nurse,  attendant, 
servant,  or  other  person  employed  in  any  asylum,  strike, 
wound,  Ultreat,  or  wilfully  neglect  any  lunatic  confined 
tberei;),  he  shall  be  gnilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  and  aliull 
lie  subject  to  indictment  for  every  such  offence  ;  or  to 
torUtit  for  such  offisnce,  on  a  summary  conviction  thereof 
before  two  justices,  any  sum  not  exceeding  SIM.  nor  less 
'   thanes. 

"  It  any  siiperintendeut,  officer,  or  servant,  in  any 
I  uylum  shall  througfa  wilful  neglect  or  connjviuice  pettuit 
I  any  intient  iu  any  ca<ie  to  quit  or  escape  from  such 
asylum,  or  sliall  secret^  or  abet,  or  eminive  at  the  escape 
i  of  any  such  psrson,  he  shall  for  every  sufh  offence  forfeit 
\  and  jjay  any  sum  not  more  tiian  2(V,  nor  less  than  a."

468.  The  attehdants  detailed  for  this  dutj  iHll  take  Oenend 
oyer  clulrge  ftoto  the  time  of  the  Jttitients  retiring  to  bed  *"'**^ 
until  thej  are  relieved  in  the  morning  b^  the  ordiiiary 
attendants,  aild  during  that  time  they  will  be  respohsible 
for  the  eare  of  the  patients,  and  efiipecially  beai*  m  mind 
that  as  soon  ^  they  nare  been  poat^  they  are  edlimdered 
Dngoard. 

4s4t,  They  will  visit  every  ward  at  least  each  honr 
during^ the  riight,  but  oftener  when  necessary;  paying 
partici^aT  attehiion  to  the  sick^  and  to  those  special  cases 
which  may  require  extra  watching,  and  td  which  their 
attention  may  be  directed  by  the  chief  ward  masteh  These 
Tisits  should  be  quietly  madej  to  avoid,  as  fat  aid  possible^ 
distotbinff  the  patients. 

400.  Shoidd  a  patient  be  Seised  with  a  fit  or  sudden 
illness,  or  anything  of  a  special  natui'e  occur  during  the 
night,  the  matter  will  be  at  onee  reported  to  the  chief 
wardmaster. 

466.  The  names  of  patients  noisy^  talking  mtich  to  thein- 
selves,  frequently  out  of  bed,  &c.,  will  be  notedj  and  the 
circumstances  reported  to  the  chief  WaM  master  for  the 
medical  officer's  mformatitm  )  and  whether  anything  of  a 
special  natflre  has  occurred  duHng  the  night  or  notj  the 
attendants  will  nevettheldss  make  a  report  to  th^  ehief 
wardmaster  the  following  morning. 

4^.  I&^ty  pAttfetit  ii^tll  be  fcathed  iminfediately  after  BiAw  fdf 
aditnssion  and  ollbe  a  Mreek  afteHral-dd,  ot  oftenef  tf  J^^jS***** 
ordered,  unless  fexshipted  by  the  hiedlcal  officer.  Should 
the  atiendliiits  have  the  slighteist  doubt  a£i  to  the 
advisability  of  batning  any  patieht,  owing  to  sickness, 
feebleness,  or  excitement,  reference  will  be  made  to  the 
medical  officer  before  the  bath  is  carried  out.

468.  In  preparing  a  bath,  the  cold  water  will  always  be 
turned  on  before  the  hot ;  before  a  patient  enters  the  bath 
the  temperature  is  to  be  ascertained  by  a  thermometer,  and 
is  not  to  be  less  than  88°  nor  above  98°.  In  case  of  the 
thermometer  in  use  becoming  inefficient  from  injury,  &c 
all  bathing  operations  will  be  stopped  until  another  is 
obtained.

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same  nater ;  and  undeT  no  circumstances  are  two  patients 
to  occupy  a  bath  at  the  same  time.  During  the  tiraa  the 
bath  is  being  used  the  room  will  never  be  left  without 
an  attendant ;  at  all  other  times  the  door  is  to  remain 
locked,  and  the  key  will  be  kept  in  the  attendant's  room. 
Under  no  pretence  whatever  is  the  patient's  head  to  be 
put  under  wa(«r.  In  the  bath  the  body  of  each  patieut 
18  to  be  well  cleansed  with  soap  ;  after  coming  out  of  the 
bath  especial  care  must  be  tfiken  to  dry  those  patients 
who  are  feeble  and  helpless,  and  to  clothe  tlteni  as  rapidly 
as  possible.

472.  The  attendants  are  to  bear  in  mind  that,  except

SECTION  I.-GENERAL  SANITARY  DUTIES. 


1043.  The  Officers  of  the  Metlicai  Staff  are  ehai'tred  not 
I  ouly  with  the  medical  care  rif  the  Kick,  but  with  the  diitv 
of  recomjuendiiiK  to  General  and  other  (Moera  Commuirf- 
ing,  verbally  or  in  writing,  any  pi'etautionary  or  remedial 
measures  relating  to  barracks,  encampments,  garrisona, 
stations,  hoHpitals,  transports,  diets,  dress,  drills,  and  datiea 
as  maj,  in  their  opinion,  conduce  to  the  preservation  of  the 
health  of  the  troops,  and  to  the  mitigation  or  preveiitiou 
of  disease  in  the  army.  In  the  erent  of  verbal  representa- 
tiotiB  not  meeting  with  attention,  executive  medical  officers 
will  make  representations  in  writing  on  the  subject  to 
Officers  Commanding,  forwarding  copies  of  the  correspon- 
dence  to  the  Principal  Medical  Officer. 
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SECTION  IL~PEBSONAL  HTOIENE  OF  TROOPS. 


1044.  Medical  officers  doing  duty  with  troops  will  inspect  periodical 
the  men  under  theii*  charge  weekly  for  the  detection  of  inspection 
itch,  cutaneous  complaints,  ocular  disease,  ulcers,  and  any  Jf'dLwS?*'' 
ailments  indicated  oy  the  coimtenance  or  skin,  as  fever, 
small-pox,  scurvy,  &c. ;  and  will  immediately  adopt  such 
precautionary  measures  as  may  appear  to  be  requisite. 
Men  with  itch  will,  if  possible,  be  placed  in  a  separate 
room,  or  in  a  tent,  when  the  season  will  permit. 

1046.  On  the  first  arrival  of  troops  at  stations  in  the  Venereal 
United  Kingdom  to  which  the  Contagious  Diseases  Act  **■«••«• 
applies,  or  on  their  return  from  furlough,  and  also  on  dis- 
embarkation at  any  colony  where  there  is  a  local  ordinance 
or  law  in  force  for  the  prevention  of  venereal  disease,  they 
will  be  examined  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  introduction 
of  such  disease.

1168.  The  Principal  Medical  Officer  will  refer  in  Iiia 
Annual  Betm-n  of  Sick,  Army  Fomi  A  32,  to  the  manuBMipt 
i-eportB  of  the  medical  officers  who  may  be  speciflJly 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  sanitarr  arrangenieutB  at 
stations,  and  also  to  those  furnished  bv  the  medical  officers 
in  chargs  of  station  hospitala.  He  will  be  careful  to  epetnSy 
whether  be  conoura  in  tne  stiit«meiite  made  in  such  reparta, 
and  will  comply  with  the  instructions  laid  down  in  paJ^- 
giaph  1203  of  these  Eegnlations.

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1166.  The  medical    officer    in  cliarge  of    the    station  ^J™^^ 
hospital  will  also  furnish  a  report  in  manuscript  with  his  charge  of 
Annual  Eetum  of  medical  transactions  and  prevailing  hospitals, 
diseases,   which  should   show   the  bearings    or  sanitary 
arrangements  thereon. 


SECTION  X. -METEOROLOGICAL

There  are  several  preliminary  points  to  be  con- 
sidered before  finally  deciding  upon  any  fixed  diet  for  a 
particular  case.  Hence  it  is  usual  to  put  a  patient  on  first 
admission  to  hospital  upon  a  low  diet,  i.e.,  upon  a  bare 
subsistence  diet  in  a  quiescent  state,  until  one  suited  t9 
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his  ailment  is  prescribed  after  sufficient  examination  of 
the  case. 

The  first  points  to  determine  are,  What  can  the 
patient  take  ?  What  kind  of  food — as  between  fluid  and 
solid  food — is  most  suitable  1  Is  fever  present  or  absent  ? 
Do  the  skin  and  kidneys  act  freely  ? 

In  every  case  of  grave  illness,  the  amount  of  urine 
passed  in  the  24  hours  should  be  measured,  its  specific 
gravity  taken,  and  the  solids  (at  least)  estimated.  It  is 
also  desirable  to  estimate  the  daily  amount  of  urea  excreted 
in  the  urine,  and  to  estimate  and  represent  the  total  free 
acidity  in  the  usual  way. 

The  nature  of  the  food  exerts  a  marked  influence 
upon  the  urine,  and  the  kidneys  perform  an  eliminative 
office,  the  efficiency  of  which  cannot  be  estimated  unless 
the  daily  renal  excretion  is  measured.  Fats  and  carbo- 
hydrates throw  no  immediate  work  upon  the  kidneys.  It 
is  through  the  nitrogenous  ingesta  that  the  kidneys  are 
taxed,  by  the  elimination  of  nitrc^enous  products,  which 
furnish  the  chief  parts  of  the  solids  of  the  urine.  Hence 
the  necessity  of  ascertaining  at  the  outset  the  adequacy 
or  iiiadequacy  of  the  renal  function. 

If  the  kidneys  are  implicated,  or  any  renal  in- 
adequacy exists-^as  indicated  by  the  examination  of  the 
tirine — the  work  of  the  kidneys  may  be  lightened  by  so 
arranging  the  diet  as  to  lessen  the  amount  of  nitrogenous 
aliment  to  what  is  absolutely  needed  (and  no  more)  to 
Bustain  life,  and  aUowiuflr  verretable  food  to  predominate. 

The  reaction  of  the  Urine  may  also  be  influenced 
by  diet.  Animal  food  increases  acidity,  vegetable  food 
^iiminishes  it,  and  may  even  produce  alkalinity.  Thus 
Jsreponderance  of  vegetable  food  in  the  diet  diminishes 
^oth  the  amoimt  of  solids  and  of  free  acid  eliminated  by 
"the  kidneys,  a  condition  to  be  desired  by  those  in  whom 
tihe  red  sand  and  solids  abound  unduly  in  the  urine.  On 
the  other  hand,  where  alkalinity  prevails  or  earthy 
phosphates  are  deposited,  a  meat  diet  should  preponderate, 
except  where  mine  is  alkaline  from  ammonia. 

In  dealing  with  diseases  of  the  digestive  organs, 
more  is  to  be  done  by  dieting  than  by  drugs,  and  without 
attention  to  diet  drugs  will  rarely  give  relief.  The  power 
of  mastication  possessed  by  the  patient  must  be  especially 
inquired  into.  If  teeth  are  deficient,  or  if  the  jaws  cannot 
h%  moved,  food  cannot  be  masticated,  and  should  therefore 
either  be  liquid  or  sufficiently  minced  so  as  to  be  easily 
swallowed  with  fluids.  The  food  ought  to  be  civen  at 
regular  intervalB,  and  the  amount  that  can  be  teJeLoii  «&  «^ 


time  sbould  regalaie  the  frequeiiiy  of  taking  it.  The 
smaller  tlio  nmount  taken  at  once,  the  more  fi-equeot 
8ho\ilil  bo  its  ftdministration,  and  an  interval  exceeding 
four  or  five  hours,  without  food,  ia  to  be  avoided. 

In  febrile,  acute  infla.minn.*jiry  and   other  condi- 
tions where  nil  absence  of  digestive  power  in  the  stomach 


ahouid  predominate— beef-tea,  mutton,  veal,  or  chicken 
broth  J  whey,  calf  s-foot  and  other  kinds  of  jelly  ;  arrow- 
root, gruel,  bru'ley-water,  rice-water,  fruit  jelliea,  fruit 
juice,  such  as  lemons  or  oranges  made  into  diinkH.  In 
Bome  cases  milk,  or  eggs,  in  a.  raw  condition,  beat  up  with 
milk  ;  also  bread  jelly  (made  by  steeping  bread  in  boiling 
water  and  jasaing  through  a  sieve  when  still  hot),  either 
aloae  or  boiled  with  milk  may  be  given,  and,  aa  circiim- 
Btances  dictate,  an  advance  to  more  solid  food  may  be 
made  (during  convalescence  from  enteric  and  other  fevers) 
to  puddings  of  rice,  sago,  tapioca,  bread,  custard.  A  diet 
of  fish  may  next  be  allowed,  such  as  whiting,  Kinall  sole» 
(slips)  or  flounders,  either  boiled  or  broiled,  bnt  not  fried. 
Uod-fiah,  unless  in  good  condition  and  properly  cooked,  ia 
apt  to  be  less  earaly  digested  by  weak  stomachs.  Aft 
digeitive  powers  improve,  calfs  feet,  chicken,  game  or 
mutton  may  be  allowed,  but  if  pven  too  early  in. 
convalescence,  a  relapee  of  febrile  phenomena  may  be 
induced. 

If  it  is  impOBsible  to  introduce  food  of  any  kind. 
into  the  stomach,  life  may  still  be  snstained  by  tbe  use  of 
nutritive  enemata,  such  as  concentrated  beef-tea  with  eggs, 
milk,  or  gruel. 

In  acute  gastritis  and  ulcer  of  stomacli,  the  diet 
eliould  consist  of  boiled  milk,  allowed  to  get  cold,  milk 
and  lime  water,  or  milk  ;ind  aoda  water.  The  milk  may 
also  be  thickened  with  isinglass,  arrowroot,  or  gronnd 

In  dyspepsia,  the  principle  of  manageroent  ahonld 
be  to  kee[i  the  diet  as  much  as  possible  to  what  Ja  nkttml 
and  EUiticient,  and  to  avoid  reducing  the  patient  to  the 
□se  of  fluid  food  only.  If  fluid  food  is  contiunously  given« 
the  powers  of  the  stomach  nre  thereby  weakened,  ami  th» 
8ysl«m  is  insufliciently  nourished.  The  food  must  \)& 
ximple  mid  plainly  cooked.  Of  meat  diets,  mutton  (old* 
lean  and  brown,  rather  tlian  young,  fat  and  palo)  is  the 
most  suitable  ;  also  chicken  and  game,  white  tish,  siicb  as 
whiting  and  soiee,  and  these  boiled  or  broiled  (not  fried)  : 
aiso  stole  bread,  dry  toast,  floury  \iotat«es,  rice,  fanuacemis 
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^Kiclea  of  food.  Anything  containing  fatty  matter  which 
lu  been  baked,  or  fat  which  has  b^  exposed  to  a  very 
^'gb  temperature,  is  objectionable.  Hence  pastry  and 
fried  articles  must  be  avoided  ;  alM  dishes  consisting  of 
toeats  cooked  a  second  time.  Aujthiug  turned  ranciaby 
keeping,  such  aa  butter,  way  aJao  upeet  the  atomiieh  and 
cause  heortboni.  Starchy  and  sugary  articles  may  some- 
b'mes  be  obnoxioua  to  tlie  stomach,  producing  acidity  and 
add  .eructations  (acid  dyspepsia).  Oatmeal  and  potatoes 
seem  the  most,  and  rice  the  lesat,  disposed  to  be  obnoxious 
in  this  respect.  IJaaee  of  heartbtini,  ttcliiiig  of  the  dan, 
bronchial  catarrh,  irritability  of  urinary  passages,  acute 
dyspepsia,  Htomach-pain,  cramp,  vomiting  or  diiirrhcea, 
skin  cfiseases,  such  as  lepra,  psonxsis,  eczema,  are  all  direct 
manifestations  of  an  over-acid  state  of  the  system,  to  he 
inquired  into  by  an  eHuuinatiou  of  the  amount  of  free 
acid  in  the  nrine  passed  in  the  course  of  24  hours. 

FalpitationB,  fluttering  of  the  heart,  eia^w^rated 
pulsation  of  tlie  lai^  arteries,  irregularities  ana  iuter- 
tQisaious  of  the  pulse,  aching  pains  in  the  limbs,  burning 
patches^  itchy  patdies,  megrim,  vertigo,  noises  in  the  ears, 
^eepleaaness,  and  the  like,  often  ascribed  to  the  liver  or  to 
gout,  may  be  also  ascribed  to  an  accumulation  of  acid  in 
the  system  (Balfe,  Morbid  Urine,  p.  19^,  and  suggest 
Careful  dieting  in  accordance  with  tlie  nrme  indications, 
In  all  such  cases  the  iuterTals  between  meals  must  not  be 
too  prolonged,  and  small  quantities  of  food  are  to  be  taken 
at  a  time.  A  little  food  should  be  taken  the  last  thing 
'  At  night,  and  immediately  on  waking  in  the  morning ; 
'  alcohol  and  coffee  are  to  be  avoided. 

Constipation,  diarrhrea,  flatulence,  colic,  show  that 
the  bowels  are  in  a  condition  In  Avhich  they  are  influenced 
"  in  a  marked  manner  by  different  kinds  of  food.  Eggs 
have  a  tendency  to  favour  constipation.  Succulent 
vegetable  food  (fruit  or  vegetables)  encourage  alvine 
evAcuations,  promoting  a  loose  state  of  the  intestinal  canal. 
Such  kind  of  food  is  indicated  when  a  costive  habit 
prevails  ;  and  fruit  eaten  in  the  early  pait  of  the  day  may 
succeed  in  securing  a  proper  activity  of  the  bowel  func- 
tions, On  the  other  hand,  where  looseuesa  prevails,  such 
food  is  coutra^indicated,  unleiris  tlie  scorbutic  diathesis  be 
present. 

Leguminous  seeds  (peas,  heaua.  &c.)  are  the  most 

Snme  to  give  rise  to  flatulent  dyspepsia.  In  flatulent 
yspepnia,  the  urine  has  its  normal  acidity  decreased.  It 
may  be  neutral  or  alkaline,  in  severe  cases  it  persistently 
deposits  oxalates  with  ctu'bona.tes  of  tlie  tized  alkalies 
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(potash  and  soda),  la  such  cafiea  the  fuod  must  be  veil 
masUcated— the  teeth  must  Iw  looked  to — the  meat  luuat 
be  tender,  eaay  o£  digostiim,  and  well  cooked.  Tlie  meals 
mast  be  taken  regiilaxtf ,  and  interrals  of  abstinence  not 
too  prolongad,  not  more  than  four  hours,  and  not  mucli 
food  at  a  time.  Alcohol  and  coffee  are  to  be  avoided. 
Fluid  is  to  be  taken  in  small  quantity  at  meal  times,  and 
aerated  waters  avoided.  Fluids  are  beet  taken  two  hours 
after  meala. 

In  dysentery  and  enteric  fever  acrupuloue  atten- 
tion must  be  given  to  dieting.  The  intestines  must  be 
kept  in  as  tratiqiiil  a  state  as  possible.  The  food  must  be 
the  least  stimukting  and  irritating  to  the  mucous  eurfaces 
and  muscular  iibi«s.  Milk  alone,  or  milk  with  isinglaw, 
or  with  beef'tea,  chicken  broth,  i-aw  meat  juice,  cream, 
and  barley  water,  a:id  the  various  peptouised  foods, 
especially  ric«,  are  the  most  valuable.  Nest  to  these  are 
eggs  beaten  up  in  milk  or  in  whey ;  ice  and  iced  drinks 
are  very  grateful.  Aa  convalescenoe  advances,  white 
fish,  white-flealied  poultry,  game  and  mutton,  may  be 
gradually  allowed,  as  already  indicated.  Salted  and  dried 
meats  are  to  be  prohibited,  and  also  fruit  and  succulent 
vegetables,  unless  the  scorbutic  diathesis  be  present.  But, 
if  these  latter  are  not  admissible  from  any  cause,  then 
lime  juice  will  bo  frequently  required  as  a  dietetic  drink 
in  the  daily  allowance  of  water,  in  order  to  counteract 
the  otherwise  inevitable  tendency  to  scorbutus. 

To  guard  against  scurvy  ia  a  point  of  great  im- 
portance in  dietetics,  Patieuta,  both  in  military  and  civil 
practice,  are  often  kept  for  weeks  on  a  diet  fn>m  which 
the  vegetable  elements  are  either  excluded  or  do  not  enter 
in  sumcient  quantity,  the  result  ia  the  disease  under 
which  the  patient  labours  pltts  scurvy.  This  caution  is 
particularly  necessary  in  dealing  with  patients  coming 
front  India  or  other  malarial  climates.  Recent  observa- 
tions made  in  India  show  that  many  soldiers,  not  under 
treatment  for  disease,  are  found  on  careful  inspection  to 
be  more  or  less  scorbutic.  If  such  meu  are  smitten  with 
any  form  of  disease,  but  more  particularly  dysentery  or 
diarrlifea,  all  treatment  for  their  relief  will  be  in  vain 
until  the  scorbutic  condition  is  corrected  by  proper  dietetic 
regimen. 

Meat  alone  is  unwholesome  if  taken  without 
Vegetables  for  any  length  of  time.  Beet-tea  will  be  taken 
by  patients  when  they  refuse  all  other  kinds  of  food. 
This  is  especially  the  case  in  the  febrile  state  generally. 
Jt  bae  a  certain  "staying"  or  sustaining  power,  apart 
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from  any  nutrient  value,  which  latter  it  does  not  possess 
in  any  marked  degree,  imless  other  aliments  are  added 
to  it,  such  as  arrowroot,  or  flour  of  wheat,  oats  or  barley. 
Such  combinations  seem  to  acquire  a  nutritive  power  out 
of  all  proportion  to  the  solids  they  contain  (Christison). 
Milk  and  the  preparations  of  mUk  are  the  most  im- 

Sortant  articles  of  food  for  the  sick.  Butter  is  the 
ghtest  of  animal  fats  (milk  fat).  It  enables  the  patient 
to  enjoy  his  bread.  All  preparations  made  from  flour  of 
wheat,  oats,  groats  or  grite,  and  barley,  are  to  be  preferred 
to  any  and  every  preparation  of  arrowroot,  sago,  tapioca, 
corn-flour,  semolenta  and  their  kind.  Cream  in  long 
chronic  ailments  cannot  be  surpassed.  It  contains  26'7  per 
cent  of  milk  fat.  It  is  easier  of  digestion  than  milk,  and 
seldom  disagrees. 

The  total  amount  of  fluids  (of  all  kinds)  taken 
throughout  the  24  hours  should  be  carefully  regulated, 
their  quantity  accurately  measured,  and  for  this  purpose 
a  table,  like  the  one  appended,  may  be  of  use  in  specially 
grave  cases. 
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These  points  embrace  the  cooking  of  fooil.  In 
nearly  all  civil  hospitals  in  Loudon  and  tha  provinces  of 
Euglnnd  tuid  ScotlivDd,  the  weight  of  the  meat  in  the  diet 
IB  the  weight  after  it  is  cooked  ;  aud  in  some  (e.y.,  the 
Loudon  EoapitsJ)  it  in  specially  uoted  that  the  meat  is 
"  weighed  when  cooked  mid  free  from  bone."  Also  in  the 
Glasgow  Infirmary,  it  is  "  cooked  weight,  fi'ee  from  bone." 
In  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  London,  the  weight  of  meat  is 
that  of  undressed  meat  In  the  Edinburgh  Intirmury  the 
weight  is  understood  as  applying  to  the  food  before  being 
■  'id. 

In  the  diet  table  for  military  hospitula  it  is  not 
i  on  the  tjible  itself  whether  the  weight  of  the  nieiit 
il  to  be  taken  cooked  or  uncooked  ;  the  actual  practice  is 
to  weigh  the  meat  ufioooieii. 

Meat  luseo  in  cooking,  the  loss  varying  willi  the 
rjnality  of  meat,  and  the  process  of  cooking.  The  ordinary 
percentage  ia  as  follows  (Letheby,  quoted  by  Pavey,  ou 
Food  and  Dietetics,  p.  471)  :—

The  gravy  and  fat  which  dniin  from  the  meat  in 
masting  ougut  to  be  utiiiaed  tor  the  patients  as  far  as 
neaible ;  the  grau^  being  served  with  the  meat,  auil  the 
fe  or  dripping  added  to  the  vegetables  (such  aa  ca-VibaLge 
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or  tbe  like),  or  otherwifie  vueil  for  the  cooking  of  the 

Food  ought  not  to  be  left  a,t  (be  putient'B  bedside- 
Milk  or  beef-tea  ought  not  to  be  aupplieil  in  quantity 
equul  tn  a  whole  da^a  aUowance  at  one  time  and  so  remain 
to  be  couanmed,  or  to  be  removed  unconsumed  aft«r  io 
trtandiug  for  10  or  IS  hours  in  a.  WM-d,  The  due  allowance 
for  the  particuliir  diet  should  come  at  the  proper  time  ; 
mid  if  not  cnuBumed  within  a  reasonable  time  (say  one  or 
two  houre)  it  ought  to  be  removed.  It  would  therefore 
be  well  if  some  place  was  provided  (ontflide  the  ward)  buoL 
us  a  meat  safe  (handy  outside  a  north  window)  sufficient  to 
hold  the  da.ily  allowances  of  milk,  beef-tea,  or  other  fluid 
foodi.  Milk  that  is  w>ur,aoup  or  beef-tea  wliich  is  turned, 
bad  ^gB  or  underdone  vegetables,  ought  never  to  b» 
brought  to  a  patient  The  least  change  or  soiimeBs  in 
milk,  malces  it,  of  all  foods,  the  most  injurious  ;  and,  if 
taken  by  a  patient,  indigestion  or  diarrhcea  is  a  common 
result.  At  the  siune  time,  it  oiight  to  be  remembered  that 
nothing  is  so  absorptive  of  odorous  vapours  or  volatile 
flavoniB  as  fats  ;  and  that  milk  and  butter  absorb  and 
retain  the  odours  from  cheese,  meat,  and  from  every  kind 
of  vegetable  or  animal  matter,  given  forth  by  decompoei- 
tion  or  otherwise.  If  improper,  strongly-ilavoured  food 
has  been  given  to  cows,  the  butter  made  from  their  milk 
wil!  reveal  the  same  taste  and  flavour. 

Neceaaitpon  the  partof  UedlcalOfflcsTBof  g-iviiiBSpeoifio 
Inatructlona  to  the  attandants  and  Nnraea  Tenant- 
ins  the  Bivlne  of  Food  in  each  caae,  and  ttie  Beat

Tliese  points  embrace  the  i|uantity  of  food  taken 
at  a  meal,  or  at  any  particular  time,  the  times  of  eating  ; 
and  provision  for  the  administration  of  food  duriiig  ^ 
night  as  well  as  during  the  day. 

Tile  quantity  of  food  given  at  any  one  time  should 
be  in  proportion  to  the  ^wers  of  digesting  it,  and  to  com- 
pensate for  any  diminution  of  quantity  at  one  time  there 
should  be  eoiTespouding  increase  in  the  frequency  (d 
administration.  "  Little  and  often  "  is  the  maxim  in  audi 
cases.  There  is  a  want  of  staying  power  in  sickness 
which  rendere  it  necessary  to  shorten  the  periods  of 
abstinence  from  food  aa  much  as  possible. 

From  5  p.m.  till  8  a.m.  patients  are  apt  to  be 
n^ected  as  to  food,  unless  their  feeding  ia  ppeciaU; 
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provided  for.  This  ou^ht  to  be  done  b^  special  arrange- 
ment, instructions  to  tnat  effect  being  given  to  the  night 
attendants.  Weak  patients  may  not  be  able  to  take  food 
of  any  kind  imtil  well  on  in  the  forenoon,  especially  if 
suffered  to  fast  throughout  the  night.  For  such  cases  a 
spoonful  of  beef -tea,  or  of  arrowroot  with  wine,  or  of  egs 
with  milk,  given  every  hour  during  the  night,  will  afford 
the  required  nourishment,  and  prevent  over-exhaustion 
and  the  consequent  incapacity  to  take  such  substantial  diet 
as  may  be  prescribed  during  the  day.  It  is  better  to  give 
small  quantities,  often,  than  larger  amounts  at  longer  in- 
tervals, such  as  a  cupful  (5  to  10  ounces,  according  as  a 
teacup  or  breakfast  cup  is  meant)  every  three  hours ;  the 
patient's  stomach  may  not  tolerate  so  much  at  a  time — 
better  a  tablespoonful  eveiy  hour,  or  even  a  teaspoonful 
every  half-hour. 

llie  food  should  be  given  punctually  at  the  time 
ordered.  When  food  is  persistently  declined  by  a  patient 
who  is  very  weak,  the  medical  officer  ought  to  ask  him 
the  question  :  Is  there  any  hour  or  time  that  you  fancy 
you  can  eat?  and  if  he  can  so  relish  food,  let  him  be  tried 
with  it  at  the  time  he  names.  The  food  that  is  most 
relished  is  generally  most  needed  and  best  digested. 
Disrelish  for  food  indicates  incapacity  to  digest  it,  or,  at 
least,  defective  digestive  capacity.  The  diet  chart  given 
may  be  useful  to  note  down  for  the  medical  officers  in- 
formation what  articles  and  how  much  of  them  prescribed 
in  the  24  hours  have  been  given  by  the  nurse  or  attendant 
in  chai^  of  the  case. 
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(See  pai-agraph  372.) 


The  following  aimple  rules  will  be  atricUy  obserTed 
by  every  Military  Hospital  Cook  ; — 

(1)  The  kiteheii  Bhould  be  always  clean  and  tidy, 
everythiug  being,  aa  far  as  poeaible,  iu  its  right 
pkcu.  T)ie  tables  eliould  be  scrubbed  with  soap 
and  water  daily,  the  floor  washed  freqaently,  and 
the  chopping-block  scraped. 

(5)  The  day'n  work  will  not  be  considered  finished 

untiltlie  cook  has  emptied  and  cleaned  thoroughly, 
and  carefully  wiped,  every  pot,  saucepan,  or  other 
cooking  vesBel  in  his  charge.  Damp  will  soon 
rust  tin  vessels ;  and  vegetables,  if  kept  id  a 
metal  saucepan,  will  turn  sour  aud  corrode  the 
the  metal. 

(3)  Saucepans,  stewpano,  and  other  cooking  ressel^ 

must  not  reuain  on  the  tire  witliout  a.  sufficient 
quantity  of  water  or  other  liquid  in  them  to 
prevent  burning.  When  a  pan  is  injured  in  this 
way  it  becomes  quite  unfit  tor  cooking  purpoaeR. 
Tlie  bain  marie,  or  hot-water  pan,  ie  to  be  placed 
on  the  hot  plate  or  hob  of  the  stove,  or  over  gas, 
filled  with  water,  into  which  will  b*  placed  tlie 
block-tin  saucepans ;  these  saucepans  nmst  never 
be  placed  by  themaelvea  directly  on  the  fire  or 
gaa  ;  the  hot-water  pan,  after  tiie  work  of  the 
day  is  over,  must  be  emptied  and  dried. 

(4)  The  copper  boileni  in  uee  ahoukl  at  all  times  be 

kept  well  tinned,  otherwise  they  may  become 
very  hurtful,  and  even  poisonous  for  cooking 
purposes. 

(6)  On  no  account  must  anything  acid,  or  liable  (as 

vegetables,  for  instance)  to  turn  sour,  be  retained 
in  vessels  of  glared  ironware,  as  the  glajdng. 
being  of  a  metallic  nature,  may  mix  with  and 
injure  such  food. 
(6)  A  different  strainer  must  be  employed  for  beef-tea, 
aad  all  greasy  lii^uida  from  that  used  for  lemon- 
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ade,  barley-water,  and  similar  drinks.  For  the 
former,  wire  atraiuera  may  be  used,  but  not  tor 
the  latter. 

(7)  In   preparing   diets   or   drinks,  the   cook  will  be 

attentive  to  the  quantities  directed  in  ezistiug- 
regulations,  and  iu  apportiouating  the  quantities 
must,  on  all  occasiona,  use  the  weights  and 
measures  &t  his  disposal.  He  will  aJso  be  strictly 
guided  by  the  time  given. 

(8)  Great  care  most  be  ODBarved  in  Bending  the  meals 

to  tlie  wards  hot ;  for  however  well  in  other 
respect  the  cook  may  succeed  in  his  task,  if  the 
diets  are  received  by  patients  in  a  cold  or  luke- 
wa,rm  condition,  one-half  the  benefit  of  good 
cookery  will  be  lost  to  them. 

(9)  Oureceiptofthearticlesof  diet  for  the  day,  tlie  cook 

ahoiild  weigh  tbem  in  the  presence  of  the  issuer, 
and  also  of  one  or  two  patients,  U>  satisfy  himself 
and  them  that  lite  proper  quantities  have  been 
issued.  These  quantities  should  be  entered  on 
tile  slate  furnished  to  him  for  that  purpose. 

(10)  The  bread  and   tea   in   the  tea   diet   are   to   be 

apportioned  according  to  tlie  instructions  of  the 
medical  officer. 

(11)  The  meat  on  low  diet  is  to  be  used  so  as  to  make 

three-fourths  of  a  pint  of  good  beef-t£a  for  each 
pjitient  on  such  diet 

(12)  The  meat  on  half  and  entire  diets  is  to  be  boiled 

with'the  vegBtabieB,barley,  and  flour,  so  as  to  allow 
to  each  patient  the  quantity  of  soun  specified  in  the 
diet  table  ;  and  in  accordance  with  the  Allowance 
Hegulations  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  sugar  for 
each,  diet  may  be  charged  in  addition  to  that 
on  the  dietary,  also  pepper  for  seasoning  will  be 
allowed,  at  the  rata  of^  2  oz.  for  every  100  diets 
of  all  kinds,  excepting  tea  and  milk,  The  meat 
on  varied  diet  is  roasted,  baked,  or  stewed,  and 
2  oz.  of  extra  bread  is  given  in  lieu  of  the  barley 
and  flour ;  1  oz.  of  mustard  may  be  iaaued  for 
every  20  beef  diets. 

(13)  Iu  the  diets,  when  soup  ia  given,  tlie  vegetables 

are  to  be  cooked  in  biuk,  and  aerved  up  to  such 
ratient  in  the  proportions  specified. 

(14)  When  potatoes  cannot  be  pr^ured  of  a  suiti- 

ciently  good  quality,  3  oz.  of  nee,  or  3  oZ.  of  flourf 
or  8  oz.  of  bread,  may  be  substituted  iii  V\e\i  <A 
16  02.  of  poMtoea. 
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vhen  issued,  will  be  in  pro- 
portion of  an  ounce  of  the  preserved  to  5  oz. 
of  fresh,  and  an  mince  of  mised  preserved 
vegetables  in  lieu  of  10  oz,  of  freah.  When 
egtjiiowder  is  used  instead  of  eggs,  two  large 
tea-Hpoonf u!a  will  be  found  equal  to  a  freah  egg, 
or  an  ounce  of  powder  to  ttree  eggs ;  the  powder 
should  be  gradually  mixed  with  cold  water,  well 
beaten,  and  allowed  to  stand  a  little  tjroe  before 
it  is  used  for  cooking. 

(16)  Milk  is  to  be  calculated  at  SO  oz.  to  the  imperial 

pint, 

(17)  When  meat  is  issued  with  bone,  an  additional 
quantity,  equal  to  4  oz.  jier  lb.,  will  be  allowed. 
A  fowl  to  produce  1  lb.  of  meat  (or  two  dietfl) 
should  weigu  not  less  than  1^  lb. 

(18)  When  Bmall  quantities  of  flour,  sugar,  butter,  &c,, 


apply  ta  the  medical  officer  to  sanction  tlie  issne. 
The   cook   will   be    further   guided   by   the  following 
additional  rules  ; — 

(19)  Hoast  mutton. — In  earning  a  leg  of  mutton,  hold 
the  knuckle  or  shank  bone  in  the  left  hand,  the 
inside  of  the  leg  turned  upwards.  The  firBtalice 
should  be  cut  slantn'aya,  close  tfi  the  knuckle  ;  and 
continue  cutting  in  slices  down  to  the  tbigh  bone, 

Ciug  the  knife  round  it.    The  fat  from  the 
d  end  should  be  cut  away  in  the  first  instance, 
and  distributed  as  required. 

(50)  In  a  shoulder  of  mutton,  the  meat,  before  being 

cut  up  into  diet  portions,  should  be  cut  from  the 
bone  m  the  following  way  : — Cut  the  meat  offiu 
'  one  piece  from  the  under  part  of  the  bladebone 

by  nmning  the  knife  close  to  the  bone  :  then 
turn  it  over,  and  cut  down  on  each  side  of  the 
ridge  bone ;  then  nm  the  knife  up  under  tlie 
meat,  close  to  the  blaiiebone,  there  will  only 
remnin  a  few  pieces  round  the  shank  boue, 
whicli  should  h:  cut  up  and  distributed  among 
klie  diet  ptirtioiib.  ThL-  meat  slicfuld  be  cut  in 
slices  across  the  grain. 

(51)  If  a  neck  of  mutton  is  roasWd,  it  should  be 

triiDTUed,  and  a  great  iiart  of  the  fat  removed. 
The  semg  end  should  be  Iwjied,  rolled,  and  tied 
rovn4)  the  bones  being  put  iuto  the  soup.  For 
broth,  the  neck  of  mutton  liumH  "S  fliTided  into 


chops ;  for  half  or  entire  diets,  they  should  lie 
akewered  iind  tied  up,  and  boiled  in  the  broth. 
(32)  Chops  should  be  always  trimmed  before  they  are 
cooked. 

(23)  Boaat  beef. — In  small  hospitals  the  parts  sent  for 

roasting  aj-e  generally  the  middle  imd  chuck  ribs 
(the  middle  has  four,  and  the  chuck  three,  ribs), 
or  part  of  them.  In  all  ca»e9  this  description  of 
joint  should  be  boned,  that  is,  the  bones  should 
be  broken  and  placed  in  the  soup,  and  the  meat 
then  rolled,  skewered,  and  tied  with  a  strong 
string.  If  baked,  the  meat  should  have  a  piece 
of  greased  paper  placed  over  it.  In  carving  for 
distributaou  the  meat  should  be  cut  in  slices  ;  if, 
however,  the  joint  is  roasted  with  the  bone,  the 
meat  should  be  removed  in  one  piece  from  the 
bone,  by  inserting  the  knife  under  it,  close  to  the 
bone  ;  the  bones  should  be  used  for  soup. 

(24)  The  shoulder  (or  leg  of  mnton  piece)  shovdd  be 

cut  from  the  bone  after  it  has  been  cooked. 

(55)  When  the  buttock  and  mouse  buttock  is  supplied 

for  roasting,  the  meat  shoidd  be  cut  when  raw 
from  the  bonej  and  then  cut  across  in  pieces  of 
two  inehes  thick.  The  French  make  a  hole  in 
the  meat  half  an  inch  square,  with  a  skewer,  and 
fill  it  with  fat.  The  pieces  should  then  be 
cooked  very  slowly,  and,  when  carved  for  dis- 
tribution, in  the  slices  of  half  an  inch  thick 
across  the  grain.  The  same  plan  should  be 
adopted  when  tiie  me-tt  is  stewed  or  boiled  in 
soup. 

(56)  Fowls  should  be  roasted  whole,  and  afterwards 

divided.  But  if  one  portion  of  a  fowl  is  re- 
quired, a  quarter  should  be  cut  from  the  raw 
fowl,  covered  with  paper,  and  either  baked  or 
roasted.  If  a  fowl  has  been  onc«  cooked,  to 
make  it  hot  agaJn  it  should  be  placed  on  a  plate 
in  a  basin,  with  very  httle  water  under  tlie  plat* ; 
it  should  then  he  covered  over  with  another 
plate,  placed  iu  llie  oven,  and   kept   there   for 


(87)  Fiah  diets  ;  the  fish  should,  if  possible,  be  filleted 
from  tlie  bone  ;  a  plain  sauce  may  he  made  of 
the  skins,  bones,  and  cuttings,  boiled  in  a  little 
water,  witli  a  sprig  of  parsley  and  salt,  and 
etrsined.  A  sole  ia  filleted  by  removing  both 
skinii  cutting  off  tlie  head,  matdng  n.  cwV  i^ai^ivL 
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on  each  side  of  the  back-bone,  and  inserting  tLe 
knife  under  tlie  flesh  close  to  the  bone.  £ach 
sole  will  make  four  liilets,  which  ahould  be 
])lHced  iu  a  liaking  diah,  slightly  greased,  witii 
a  piece  of  paper  over  it,  and  kept,  in  the  oven 
from  10  to  15  minutes. 

(28)  Wlien  tod,  liaddock,  ling,  &c,  are  to  be  boiled, 
they  should  be  cut  in  slices  when  raw,  and  eacli 
slice  tied  rovind  with  string,  to  be  removed  when 
the  fish  is  dished  up.  Bjcmh  haddocks  and  large 
whiting  are  best  filleted  and  done  as  aolea. 

{29)  As  very  great  difference  exists  In  the  quality  of 
beef,  uiuttou,  fowl,  and  fish,  it  is  essential  tliat 
the  cook  should  be  able  to  form  a  correct  opinion 
as  to  the  quality  of  these  articles,  and  at  once, 
when  the  miality  is  inferior,  report  the  same  In 
the  atewara. 

(30)  Four-year  old  beef  is  the  best  for  hospital  use. 
Ox  beef  will  make  the  highest  flavoured  beef' 
tea.  Younger  meat  may  be  more  tender,  and 
make  appnrently  stronger  soiij),  but,  like  veal 
broth,  it  is  merely  more  gelatinotis.  The  lean 
of  ox  beef  is  of  a  bright  red  colour,  cow  beef 
of  a  pale  red  ;  a  very  dark  beef  indicates  bull 
beef,  which  requires  longer  cooking.  The  colour 
of  the  fat,  if  yellow,  indicates  that  the  animal 
has  been  fed  upon  oil-cake,  the  meat  of  which  is 
not  so  good  for  hospital  use  as  that  of  cattle  fed 
on  roots  or  pasture. 

(31)  The  mutton  for  broth  should  be,  if  possible,  four 

years  old ;  30  per  cent  more  of  two-year  old 
mutton  is  required  to  make  the  same  qtumtitjp 
and  quality  of  broth  as  four-year  old.  Bam 
mutton,  if  lean,  can  be  used.  As  mutton  differi 
in  quality  and  flavour  iu  almost  every  cotinty  of 
t)ie  United  Kingdom,  it  is  impossible  to  describ* 
that  which  distinguishes  the  best  in  each  variety, 
bnt^n«  white  fat,  flesh  close  grained  and  of  k 
bright  red  colour,  tlie  inside  of  the  leg 
formed  and  plump,  indicates  ^ood  mutton. 

(32)  In  conking   old   fowle  for  chicken  soup  or  te*! 

place  bones  and  all,  with  very  little  wat«r,  in  a 
wide-mouthed  bottle,  and  then  put  in  a  stcwpan 
of  Ixiiliiig  water.  After  boiling  for  two  kouT^ 
strain  of^  and  serve  ;  the  broth  being  diluted  if 
deemed  too  strong ;  chickens  only  should  if», 
poBBible,  be  used  lor  ctoclteti  \>rotb. 
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(33)  In  roaatiiig  fowla  in  ovens  the  saine  directiona 
Hliould  be  obaervetl  as  tor  radiating  fowls  before 
the  fire,  but  the  oven  luuat  ho  made  much  hotter 
for  fowla  tltui  for  meat. 

(34)  The  CQok  should  be  fully  acquainted  witli  the 

different  quaJitieH  of  flow,  arrowroot,  rice,  &c, 
in  order  to  know  how  to  uae  them  judiciously ; 
for  instance,  some  samples  of  Sour  will  never 
thicken  soup,  and  tn  a«cerlain  whether  it  is 
suitable  for  that  purpose,  a  teaapoouful  should 
be  tried  to  see  whether  it  can  be  made  into 
tougli  pHfte.  Rice  also  varies  much ;  it  is  not 
always  the  lineai  and  whittist  that  ie  the  moat 
uouiiahing,  or  makes  the  beet  puddings ;  the 
common  Bengal  cargo  rice  is,  in  such  respects, 
iu  general,  superior  even  to  tlie  beat  Oiroliua. 
Potatoes  iu  damp  weather,  or  tliose  grown  is  a 
damp  locality,  are  better  steamed  or  biied  in  their 
akina :  they  ore  liable  to  fall  to  pieces  if  boiled. 

(35)  When  chops  or  steaks  caimot  be  broiJed  in  frying- 

rans  they  should  be  cooked  in  a  very  hot  oveu. 
With  frying-pana,  the  following  mode  abould  be 
adopted  :  Place  the  fryin^-paii  on  the  fire,  clean 
it  well,  rub  some  salt  on  it  to  make  it  quite  dry 
and  clean ;  then  place  iu  the  chop  or  steak, 
iuchning  one  side  of  the  pan  downwards,  so  that 
none  of  tlie  melted  fat  touches  the  meat ;  turn 
it  oft«n,  to  retain  the  gravy  iu  it. 

(36)  Fish  to  be  broiled  ahould,  in  the  first  place,  be 

thorougldy  dried ;  tlie  frying-pan  should  then 
he  made  ready  with  the  bottom  well  covered 
with  fat,  not  too  hot,  which  may  be  aacertained 
by  throwing  in  a  few  bread  cmmbs  or  a  drop 
of  water ;  immerse  the  fish  in  it  and  cook 
gently;  wlien  taken  out  it  should  be  placed  on  a 
clean  napkin. 
(3T>  Milk,  rice-milk,  &c,  are  best  bnile^l  in  one  sauce- 

r  within  another,  as  in  tlie  lain  inarvi;  milk, 
should  also  always  he  kept  hot  iii  this  way. 
(36)  Great  care  is  necasBary  iu  the  management  of  the 
stove  or  fireplace,  so  as  not  to  exceetl  tlie  allow- 
ance of  coals.  The  old  open  grate  is  now  mostly 
replaced  by  eitlier  a  kitchen  range  with  oven 
and  boiler,  or  a  Flavell'e  kitchener,  or  a  Captain 
Marsh's  range.  Those  with  the  oven  and  boiler, 
wliich  are  generally  of  the  B.O.  or  W.D.  pattern, 
[■equire  the  back  part  of  the  graie  to  W  Ve^ 


free  from  diiBt  or  soot,  that  the  oven  may  get 
properly  heated. 

(39)  FJavell's  kitchener  also  requires  the  fluea  to  he 

kept  clean,  without  which  no  oven  will  bake 
well ;  thta,  aa  well  as  all  close  fireplaces,  stores, 
and  boilera,  aliould  have  the  ashpit  mode  to  hold 
water,  so  that  the  cinders  may  drop  into  the 
water  and  thus  keep  the  hars  from  burning  out  r 
it  also  adds  to  the  heat  of  the  fire.  Captain 
Mamh'aatov^  when  fitted  with  hot- water  cistern 
for  baths,  must  never  be  left  without  water. 
When  a  fire  is  lighted  in  the  hot-water  grate,  a 
warm  bath  may  be  had  withiu  30  minntes,  if  the 
flues  are  kept  clean. 

(40)  When    doing  duty  on  board  ship,  the  cfwk  will 

often  have  to  use  preaerred  provisions,  as  essence 
of  beef,  mutton  broth,  boiled  cliicken,  mutton  and 
beef ;  such  meats  are  as  a  rule  too  mucli  dune, 
and  never  make  food  as  good  as  that  which  the 
cook  prepares  fivni  the  raw  materials.  Invalidsj 
although  they  partake  of  the  broth,  or  gravy, 
fiviu  preserved  meat,  wilt  seldom  eat  tbe  meat 
itself.  In  cooking  in  most  cases  it  is  aeceaaaiy 
only  to  remove  the  lid  of  the  tin  and  to  place  it 
ill  a  Htewpau  of  boiling  water ;  the  pan  shouhf 
be  kept  on  the  fire,  or  in  the  oven,  until  th« 
contents  are  warmed  through ;  tbe  fat  on  tbe  tc^ 
then  removed,  and  the  food  sent  up  to  the  patient 
The  contents  may  also  be  emptied  out  of  tbe 
tin  into  a  stewpan,  with  a  little  water,  and  boiled; 
then  seasoned  or  flavoured  according  to  taste  or 
direction,  and  the  broth  strained  from  the  meat 
and  served  ;  the  meat  will  make  an  excellent 
panada.  Essence  of  beef  added  to  this  broth 
makes  it  stronger.  Preserved  vegetables,  ai 
caiTots,  panuiips,  onioua,  potatoes,  &c.,  ttt  well  aa 
dried  parsley  and  other  herbs,  can  all  be  intro- 
duced into  these  broths  or  soups,  at  distrretion. 

(41)  For  st«w8,  the  tins  of  beef  and  mutton  (freeh  or 

corned)  may  be  used  in  any  form  ;  an  Irish  «tew 
may  be  made  either  with  fresh  or  preserved  onion* 
and  potatoes ;  if  fresh,  the  onions  should  be  sliced 
thin,  placed  in  a  stewpan  with  a  little  fat,  and 
allowed  to  get  warm  through,  not  browned ;  then 
add  the  potatoes  with  a  very  little  water  j  when  the 
potatoes  are  nearly  done,  add  the  reasoning,  and 
empty  the  contente  rf  Uw  tin  carefully  on  the 
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top  ;  when  the  potatoes  are  done,  the  meat  will 
be  sufficiently  warmed  through,  and  may  then 
be  served.  Soup  and  bouilli  in  tins  will  always 
admit  of  more  water  being  added,  and  if  raw 
vecetables  are  added  they  ^ould  be  first  boiled 
and  mixed  with  the  contents  of  the  tin  five  minutes 
before  serving. 
(4S)  Salt  beef  or  pork,  if  used  at  any  time,  should  be 
soaked  for  at  least  thirty-six  hours  in  water, 
changing  the  water  three  or  four  times.  When 
being  cooked,  the  water  should  also  be  changed 
the  moment  it  begins  to  boil,  and  cold  water 
added ;  in  this  way,  salted  meat  may  be  used 
almost  like  fresh ;  but  in  making  soup  from  salted 
meat,  a  large  amount  of  vegetables  should  be 
added.  Salt  beef  will  also  make  an  excellent 
panada,  adding  herbs  and  spice,  and  weight  for 
weight  of  bread  and  eggs,  and  formed  into  balls 
and  baked  ;  it  may  also  be  served  plain,  or  with 
any  kind  of  sauce ;  or  it  may  be  put  into  pudding 

rte  and  made  into  dumplings, 
stewing  salt   meat,  a  little   sugar     should 
always  be  added,  and  in  frying,  a  little  vinegar, 
or  limejuice,  or  sour  wine. 

(44)  la  tiie  case  of  frozen  meat  or  vegetables,  they 
should  be  placed  in  cold  water  in  a  warm  room 
until  thawed.  Bread  should  be  treated  in  the 
same  way,  and  then  dried  or  re-baked,  which 
makes  it  eat  like  new  bread. 

(45)  It  may  sometimes  occur  that  porridge  of  Indian 

meal  or  maise  flour  is  ordered ;  if  so,  the  meal 
or  flour  should  first  be  soaked  in  cold  water,  in  a 
coldjplace  for  twelve  hours,  and  whatever  floats 
on  l£e  top  removed ; '  it  should  then  be  boiled 
slowly  for  five  or  six  hours.

InstructiouB  to  CotamemdicB',  Uedical,  and  other  Officers 
of  tho  Army,  for  Ouidouas  at  a,  tlms  wben  tliare  ia 
reason  to  anticipate  an  Outbreak  of  Cholera,  orwben 
It  Ib  actually  Fieralent  amoDK  tlie  Troops. 

Officara  wliMe  duty  it  is  to  see  to  the  health  and  com- 
fort of  the  troops  are  especially  required  to  exercise  the 
utmost  Tigilance  at  a  time  when  cholera  ia  pi'evulent,  or 
wheu  there  is  reosou  to  beheve  an  outbreak  maj  be 
L"X]Tect«d. 

I, — Measures  to  he  adopted  w/ien  theri  is  a  IhTcatmed 
invtuioTi  of  Epidemia  Cholera. 

1.  All  officers,  hut  more  particularly  of&cers  command- 
ing, and  medical  officers  doing  dutj  with  troops,  and  in 
t:li3rge  of  station  and  other  hospitala,  -will  make  theni- 
aelvca  acquainted  with  every  detail  bearing  on  the  health 
of  the  troops,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  aurround- 
lugs  of  barrackii  and  camps. 

2.  Every  insanitary  condition  wittiin  the  limits  of 
barracks  and  camps  will  1>e  promptly  remedied  or  abated, 
and  representations  made  to  Local  Boards,  or  others  en- 
trusted with  sanitary  powers,  for  the  removal  of  nuisances 
in  the  neighbourhood. 

3.  As  much  cubic  snaee  and  superficial  area  as  prsfti- 
cable  will  be  aflbrded  to  each  individual  living  in 
barracks. 

4.  The  ventilation  of  i-oonis  will  be  carefully  attended 
to,  especially  at  night,  and  means  taken  to  movent  aper- 
tures for  ventilating  purposes  being  closed.*  The  windows 
of  all  barrack  rooms  will  be  oi>euea  during  the  daytime. 

5.  The  floors  of  baiTack  rooms  will  not  he  washed  in- 
wet  weather,  bat  dry  scrubbed. 

6.  Authority  will  be  obtained,  if  necessary,  for  the 
cleaning  and  Bme-washing  of  walls  and  ceilings  in  ^imr- 
ters,  hospitals,  barracks,  and  ala.\)Wa. 
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7.  Ashpita  and  ceaspits  wili  be  regularly  emptied,  and 
thti  walls  disinfected  by  meana  of  quicklime  or  luiUc  of 
lime  made  from  quicklime.  Old  accujuulatiouB  (if  such 
elist)  will  not,  howevei',  be  disturbed,  but  tlie  surfltcea 
tfeat^d  with  a  free  use  of  quicklime. 

8.  All  m'inala,  latrines,  sinks,  and  drains  will  be 
thoroughly  fluebed  H,t  shurt  intervaJs,  aiid  ait«Fwarda 
disinfected  by  fjolutions  of  lime  or  chloride  of  lime. 

9.  No  putrefying  wiimal  or  vegetable  matter  will  ba' 
thrown  into  aehpits  or  dust  bins,  but  will  be  uollected  lu 
Bwill  tubfi  and  removed  dnily.  1 

10.  All  traps,  ventilating  shafts,  and  valves  connected' 
with  sewers,  drains,  and  sinks  will  be  examined  and  made 
good  where  defective. 

11.  Particular  att«ntion  will  be  directed  to  the  water 
aupply,  whether  public  or  private.  Strict  investigation 
wilf  be  made  an  to  the  poaaihility  of  coat«nunation, 
either  directly  or  by  percolation  or  leakage ;  any  impura 
aupply  will  be  immediately  cut  off.  Cisterns  or  storage 
tauka  will  be  cleaned,  and  the  connection  of  waste-pipes 

'with  drains  examined:  if  tanks  are  found  to  be  ui  an 
unsatisfactory  condition,  wst«r  should,  if  poesibl^  be 
drawn  direct  from  the  main  pipes.  All  filters  in  use  will 
be  looked  t«. 

12.  The  rations  and  vegetables  issued  to  the  troops  will 
be  carefully  inspected,  and  as  much  variety  as  possible 
afforded  in  cookmg.  The  importance  of  not  using  un- 
cooked vegetables  or  unripe  or  decomposing  fruit  ^ould 
be  enjoined. 

13.  All  canteen  supplies  will  be  carefully  exaniined. 

14.  The  ordinary^  duttes  of  the  men  should  not  be 
esceffiive,  and  the  night  duties  should  be  reduced  as  far 
as  practicable  ;  duties  subjecting  men  to  wet  clothes  or 
wet  feet  should,  if  possible,  be  avoided,  but  when  exposure 
s  unavoidable,  wet  articles  of  clothing  should  be  changed

as  speedily  as  possible. 

15.  All  bedding  will  be  regularly  aii'ed,  and,  if  the 
weather  permil,  exposevl  to  sun  and  wind  out  of  doors. 

Itl.  A  tunall  biKly  of  men  should  be  exclusively  set  apart 
for  the  purpose  of  carryiug  ont  mnservancy  dutits  in 
barracks,  under  a  military  officer,  and  on  the  advice  fit 
the  medical  officer  in  chai'ge. 

17.  Medical  oflicera  will  make  frequent  inquiry  an  to 
th«  eKiBt«nce  of  diarrhoia  among  the  mm,  and  take  step* 
tor  its  prompt  deli'Ction  and  treatment.

18.  When  cliolera  tias  appeared  among  the  civil  popu- 
lation soldiers  should  he  proliibited  from  going  into  the 
aS'ected  diatrictd,  snd  pickets,  if  necesaary,  placed  to  pre- 
vent their  doing  so. 

19.  If  thei*  is  ajiy  overcrowding  in  barracks  or  married 
quarters,  it  should  be  remedied  by  camping  out  a  portiou 
of  the  troops,  if  the  weather  permits. 

50.  The  men  should  be  warned  agaiuBt  intemperance, 
and  every  means  taken  to  repress  it. 

51.  Tea  or  coffee  should  be  issued  before  going  ou 
early  morning  or  night  duties. 

22.  HesJth  inajjectioiis  should  l)e  frequently  made,  but 
in  such  a  maimer  aa  not  to  create  alarm. 

23.  The  minds  iil  the  men  sliould  be  occupied  hy 
healthy  amuaemeutfi  and  exercise, 

a.  Each  man  should  be  pi'ovideil  with  two  flanuel 
belts  as  part  of  his  uecesaaries,  ajid  flaimel  Bhirta  should 
likewise  Be  worn, 

2j.  Tlie  uon-cotnmissioned  officers  aliouM  be  instructed 
to  be  on  the  watch  for  men  aufFeriug  from  looseness  of 
the  bowels,  so  as  to  have  them  at  once  brought  under 
treatment  in  hospital. 

26.  The  women  should  be  warned  that  if  they  or  their 
children  suffer  from  diarrhoea  they  must  at  ouce  apply 
for  treatment. 

37.  On  the  occun'ence  of  a  caae  of  cholera  in  barracks, 
the  room  from  which  the  man  lias  been  taken  will  bo 
vacated,  fumisated,  and  cleaned. 

28.  When  tlie  disease  has  invaded  a  barrack,  the  troops 
will,  under  the  ordei-n  of  the  General  Officer  Commanding, 
and  when  so  advised  by  the  Principal  Medical  Officer,  lj« 
camped  out,  when  practicable,  on  ground  selected  and 
imder  arraugementa  previously  made  by  the  Quaiter- 
maater-General's  Department. 

29.  When  cases  occur  iu  camp,  the  site  will,  if  possible, 
be  changed. 

30.  Barrack  bedding  will,  if  possible,  be  used  in 
hospitals  in  the  treatment  of  cholera  patients,  and  will 
be  dealt  wit)i  iu  accordance  with  the  Sanitary  Instruc- 
tions in  these  Regulations. 

31.  The  evacuations  of  patieiita  aufFei-ing  from  cholera 
or  choJeraic  diarrUcca  should  be  deatrojed,  and  medical 
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officers  will  see  that  the  stools  and  vomit  ai'e  passed  into 
vessels  supplied  with  chloride  of  lime,  cupralum,  or  car- 
bolic acid  powder,  and  thereafter  buried  in  some  place, 
or  disposed  of  in  a  drain,  set  apart  for  the  purpose. 

32.  All  bedding  and  clothing  used  b^  cholera  patients 
will  be  treated  as  laid  down  in  the  Samtary  Instructions 
of  these  Begnlations.

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CHEMICAIi  EXAMINATION  OF  WATSB. 

1.  When  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that  the  water 
supply  at  any  military  station  is  of  such  a  character  ais  to 
be  likely  to  injuriously  affect  the  health  of  the  troops,  it 
will  be  subjected  to  chemical  analysis  at  those  stations 
where  the  necessary  materials  exist  for  so  doing ;  and  for 
that  purpose  in  accordance  with  paragraphs  699  to  708, 
Eegulations  for  the  Boyal  Engineer  Department,  1882, 
samples  of  the  water  will  be  forwarded  by  the  Royal 
Engineer  Department  to  the  Principal  Medical  Officer  at 
headquarters  of  the  district,  who  will  depute  a  medical 
officer  qualified  to  conduct  the  analysis. 

2.  In  the  event,  however,  of  no  chemical  test  cabinet 
being  available,  or  of  its  being  deemed  expedient  at  a  home 
station  to  obtain  the  results  of  a  chemical  analysis  from 
the  Professor  of  Hygiene  at  the  Army  Medical  School, 
the  samples  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Principal  Medical 
Officer,  Boyal  Victoria  Hospital,  Netley,  for  transmission 
to  the  Professor  of  Hygiene. 

3.  The  results  of  the  analysis,  and  the  opinion  of  the 
Professor  of  Hygiene,  will  be  transmitted  through  tibe 
Director-General,  Medical  Staff,  to  the  Principal  Medical 
Officer  of  the  district,  who  will  communicate  the  same 
to  the  Commanding  Royal  Engineer. 


K.  R,  ^  % 
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CtmBtraation  of  the  Filter. 

The  filter  conaists  of  a  perfoiated  hollow  fi'anie,  coTCiied 
with  aabeatos  doth,  and  fitted  into  a  tinned  iron  or 
copper  caae.  At  the  bottom  of  the  frame  is  the  ODtlet 
tube,  which  passes  through  a  hole  in  the  case,  and  to  it 
ia  screwed  the  tap,  thereby  fixing  the  frame  in  the  case. 
An  air  tube  passua  tip  through  the  frame,  over  which  at 
the  top'ia  placed  a  perforated  screen. 

Tlie  iron  ease  is  covered  with  wicker,  to  which,  hooks, 
&c,  are  flttfid,  to  make  it  suitable  for  pock  carriage. 

Finely  divided  charcoal  or  carbo-calcia  is  provided  to 
mix  with  the  filtering  water. 

Kethod  of  UsIuk. 

Tlte  filter  may  be  used  either  on  or  off  an  animal's  back, 
on  the  ground,  on  a  box,  or  attached  to  a  wall,  cait  wheel, 
tail-board,  &c.  In  filtering,  first  nearly  fill  the  filter  'with 
water,  and  then  mis  one  or  two  packets  of  the  carbo-calcii 
in  a  bucket  of  water,  and  pour  it  into  the  filter  over  " 
screen  ;  next  open  the  tap,  and  place  a  bucket  under  .  _ , 
at  first  some  of  the  uarbo-calcis  will  come  through,  ajod 
so  long  as  it  does  bo,  simply  return  the  same  water  again 
into  the  filter  ;  in  a  very  short  time  the  finely  powdered 
cai'bo-calcts  coatu  the  asbestos  cloth  all  over,  fonoing, 
thereon  a  perfect  layer.  The  water  will  then  comr 
through  pure  and  fit  for  use ;  and  once  this  is  eBtaUidied 
it  is  unnecessary  to  put  in  any  move  carbo-calcis,  or  toucli 
the  filter  probably  for  a  week  or  more,  <luring  which  tjnu. 
it  will  filter  constantly  with  a  good  fiow.  If  the  How 
materially  slackeus,  however,  it  is  a  eigu  that  the  filter 
requires  cleaning,  and  the  frequent  necessity,  or  others- 
wise,  for  that  will  of  courae  depend  upon  whether  the 
water  used  ia  comparatively  clear  or  muddy.  On  ths 
line  of  marcli,  and  after  use,  the  filter  should  be  alIowe4 
to  empty  itself  completely  l^  the  tap.  It  is  not  intended. 
that  water  should  he  carried  in  the  filter.     If  the  fillei 
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after  use  is  not  to  be  again  used  for  some  time,  it  should 
carefully  be  dried  before  being  put  aside. 

How  to  Clean  it. 

Unscrew  the  tap  at  the  bottom,  remove  the  screen  at 
the  top,  and  lift  the  frame  bodily  out  of  the  iron  case. 
The  asbestos  cloth  can  be  cleaned,  without  being  taken 
off  the  frame,  either  by  directing  a  stream  of  water  on  it, 
or  brushing  with  the  soft  brush,  or  both,  but  great  care 
must  be  taken  not  to  injure  or  tear  it  by  roughhandling  ; 
should  it  be  injured  a  new  cloth  can  be  substitute. 
Beplace  the  frame  as  before,  and  resume  filtering  by 
again  first  using  some  of  the  carbo-calcis  as  above  directed ; 
it  will  be  necessary  also  to  clean  and  begin  filtering  with 
fresh  carbo-oalcis  should  the  filter  have  been  laid  aside 
or  not  used  for  some  time.  Should  the  asbestos  cloth 
become  very  dirty  it  can  be  imtied,  taken  off  the  frame 
and  roasted  before  a  fire,  to  which  it  can  be  put  close 
without  fear  of  burning  ;  it  must  be  carefully  reapplied. 
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THE  TBAININa  OF  ABSTT  MIDWIVES. 
G-enera)  Beflrolations. 

1.  If  possible  such  women  only  as  are  without  family 
should  be  selected  for  instructions  as  Army  Midwives, 
and  a  preference  given  to  such  as  possess  a  fair  elementary 
education. 

2.  Practical  instruction  at  the  patient's  bedside,  imder 
the  personal  superintendence  of  the  medical  officer,  should 
be  given,  as  frequently  as  practicable,  to  the  women 
attending  the  class,  to  illustrate  the  principles  and  direc- 
tions laid  down  in  the  lectures. 

3.  A  certificate  of  proficiency  can  be  given  to  each 
woman  who  has  regularly  attended  a  mil  course  of 
lectures,  and  has  shown  by  her  replies  at  a  final  exami- 
nation that  she  is  quite  conversant  with  the  subjects 
taught.  But  no  woman  should  be  admitted  to  such  final 
examination,  until  she  has  attended  at  least  20  cases  of 
labour  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  medical  ofiicer. 

4.  At  convenient  hours,  and  not  oftener  than  three 
times  a  week,  the  medical  officer  will  hold  a  class  for  the 
instruction  of  the  women  in  the  form  of  lecture  and  oral 
examination,  illustrated — when  practicable — by  models 
and  diagrams. 

5.  The  length  of  such  theoretical  course  of  instruction 
should,  as  a  general  rule,  be  limited  to  three  months, 
including  36  lectures.  Should  a  woman  after  this  fail  to 
qualify  as  laid  down  in  paragraph  3,  she  should  be,  at  the 
option  of  the  medical  officer,  remitted  to  a  further  course 
of  study,  or  otherwise.

Oenaral  Prlaoiples  ot  Sick  KnzBinK, 

It  being  of  j^eat  importance  that  the  woman  nndef 
Irving  should  also  have  a  clear  and  correct  eonoeptioa 
nf  (he  ceneral  principles  of  sick  nursing,  a  few  lectures 
■bould  be  devoted  to  this  pnrpnse.  The  iustrvctions  here 
appended  should  be  ompHlied  iind  illuatmted  by  the 
tnMJcal  oflieer  ns  occasions  offer. 

1.    TAf  A'ioi  ii«MB.— It  fhonld  be  kept  Scrtlpaloiwl^ 


clean,  but  eicessiTe,  sweeping,  nibbing,  and  other  more' 
ments  creating  noise  and  raising  dust  should  be  avoided. 
ll]«  least  possible  amount  of  furniture  and  han^ngs 
■houjd  bo  retained  in  Ibe  room,  as  tending  to  diminicui 
cubic  space,  impair  ventilation,  and  attract  dust,  infectious 
emanations,  &c.  Means  should  be  taken  to  secure  a  fi«c 
.▼entilation,  and  as  much  sunlight  as  possible,  without 
Bctually  exposing  the  patient  to  draughts  or  to  glaring 
light.  Care  should  be  taken  to  regulate  the  amount  of 
fire  in  the  room,  so  that  the  temperature  should  remain 
at  about  60°.  It  is  uaefiil  to  have  a  thermometer  hung 
away  from  the  lire  and  near  the  patient,  to  show  this. 
It  should  also  be  remernbered  that  gaa-buming  and 
other  artificial  lighting  tend  to  vitiate  the  air,  and  heat 
the  room,  and.  they  should  be  employed  only  sparingly. 
In  most  conditions  of  weather,  in  most  rooms,  it  will  be  i 
possible  and  proper  to  open  the  windows  freely  from  the 
top  for  a  reasonable  time  or  tunes  every  day.  Patients 
are  not  more  likely  to  catch  cold  when  properly  covered 
up  in  bed,  than  when  moving  about  dressed.  A  general 
cheerfulness  of  arrangement,  or  even  oruanieiitation  when 
practicable,  should  not  be  neglected  in  a  sick  room,  and 
the  general  feeling  should  be  one  of  order,  nuietnesBi,  and 
repose.  The  fumigation  and  disinfection  of  a  sick  room 
should  only  be  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the 
medical  fofficer,  but  the  immediate  removal  of  all  dis- 
charges from  the  sick,  and  the  thorough  purification  of 
the  Teasels  before  replacing  them  ehould  never  be 
neglected.  The  same  rules  apply  to  all  dishes  which  have 
been  used  tor  food  and  drinks.  If  possible,  cooking 
should  not  be  carried  on  in  a  sick  room,  aJtIiough  drink* 
or  other  articlra  may  be  wanned  or  kept  warm,  when  it 
IB  otherwise  necesBary  to  hnvo  afire.  Access  to  a  sufficient 
supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  is  very  desirable. 

2.  The  Care  of  the  /'(Wiej;i'.— There  are  very  few  caaea 
in  which  it  is  not  possible,  and  indeed  imperative  to 
sponge  daily  with  tepid  wiiter,  at  leaat,  the  hands  and 
face  of  the  sick  person.  At  longer  intervals  there  ia 
seldom  objection,  and  nearly  alwuys  much  advantage  from 
this  refreshing  process  being  extended  to  the  other  parts 
of  the  body,  care  being  taken  not  to  wet  the  bedding.  In 
feverish  cases  or  where  the  patient  craves  it,  the  lips  mxj 
be  safely  moistened  at  short  intervals  with  cold  water,  or 
very  dilute  vinegar  and  water,  and  a  cloth  or  towel  wrung 
out  of  the  same  may  be  passed  over  the  face  or  laid  ou 
the  forehead  with  refreshing  effect.  The  bed  and  bedding 
-^—ild  b«  •ciTipuloualy  clean,  and  diangud  as  often  a* 
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Necessary,  spread  evenly,   so  as  to  be  neither  too  hard 
^or  too  soft,  and  without  crease.    The  head  and  shoulders 
^i*e  better  somewhat  raised  by  an  elastic  feather  pillow, 
^specially  during  the  day. 

Examination  should  be  frequently  made    as   to    the 
'^^annth  of  the  extremities,  the  soiling  of  the  bedclothes, 
t^lie  appearances  of  the  skin  as  to  eruption,  abrasion,  or 
t^lireatened  bedsore.    The  feelings  and  cravings  of  the 
f»citient    are    generally    well    worthy  of   attention,  and 
I>Tobably  of  gratification.    The  movement  of  a  hand  or  an 
^ye  should  suffice  often  as  a  sign  to  a  watchful  attendant 
^to  spare  the  fatigue  of  speech.    The  temperature  of  the 
X>atient  is  often  of  moment  to  register,  and  the  clinical 
tiliermometer,  placed  in  the  armpit  or  under  the  tongue, 
X>ecomes  soon  easy  to  use,  and  gives  valuable  information 
tK>  the  medical  officer  at  his  next  visit.    The  preparation 
and  administration  of  different  kinds  of  food  ana  drinks 
can  only  be  learned  practically ;   but  points  to  be  re- 
nembered  are,  simplicity  of  preparation,  attention  to  the 
xuedical  officers'  directions,  and  to  the  patient's  cravings, 
care  that  they  are  neither  too  hot  nor  too  cold,  nor  too 
frequently  forced  upon  the  patient,  nor  too  long  delayed, 
and  not    nt^lected    at   night,  especially   towards   early 
momiBg.    Tae  administration  of  medicines  by  measure- 
ment and  otherwise,  the  application  of  blisters,  plasters, 
ointments,   washes,  and   the  like,  the  preparation  and 
uses  of   poultices,  injections,    fomentations,  baths,  &c., 
must  all  oe  carefully  studied,  and  the  medical  officer's 
directions  as  to  them  on  all  points  faithfully  observed. 
On  no  account  must  the  nurse  take  upon  herself   to 
administer  stimulants    to  parturient  women    or    others 
without  instructions,  nor  interpose  with  fanciful  remedies 
in  any  case. 

The  nurse  should  be  simply  dressed,  so  that  she  may 
move  about  without  noise  or  disturbance  of  furniture. 
She  should  be  cheerful  without  being  talkative,  gentle 
and  hopeful  in  demeanour  and  never  harsh  or  abrupt  even 
in  gesture.  She  must  not  introduce  frequent  visitors  or 
jpossips  to  the  sick  room,  nor  should  she  freauently  leave 
It  for  any  unnecessary  purpose.  She  should  have  her 
pencil  and  paper  to  jot  down  directions  from  the  medical 
officer,  and  also  information  as  to  symptoms,  progress, 
&C.,  for  him.  She  should  study  to  know  when  it  is 
absolutelv  necessaiy  to  call  in  the  medical  officer,  and 
arrange  beforehand  as  to  some  means  of  conveniently 
getting  access  to  him.

The  accompanying  plans  give  the  interior  arrange- 
ments of  the  wagon  m  aiimcient  detail  to  enable  any 
one  to  place  the  diferent  artiulea  enumerated  in  the  sub- 
joined lists  in  the  ptacea  assigned  for  them,  or  to  [lennit 
a  person  who  has  seen  the  wagon  for  the  first  tune  to 
lay  his  hiind  ou  any  of  tliese,  after  ascertaining  from  the 
list  where  they  are  to  be  found. 

The  different  compartmeuta  in  the  wagon  are  indicated 
by  the  letters  A  to  H.  By  the  horizontal  section  it  will 
be  seen  that  two  open  on  the  near  side,  the  foremost 
of  which  is  marked  A,  the  next  one  B.  That  marked  D 
opens  to  the  rear,  and  by  the  longitudinal  sectiou  another 
marked  C  is  shown  over  it ;  the  two  opening  on  the  oli 
side  are  marked  respectively  B  and  F ;  and  the  longi- 
tudinal section  shows  another  marked  G,  over  A,  B,  E, 
and  F,  but  opening  from  the  front  over  the  driver's  seat ; 
finally,  the  compartment  under  the  driving  seat  is  let-' 
teredH. 

The  variouB  subdivisions  in  these  compartments  are 
nurobered,  commencing  with  the  uppermost,  and  pro- 
ceeding from  left  to  right  when  there  are  more  than  one 
on  the  same  level.  Thus  Compartment  A  contains  four 
drawers  for  bandages  (lee  trmisverae  section  MN),  whicll 
are  numljered  1  to  4  from  above  downwards. 

Compail^ments  B  and  C  have  no  subdivision.  Cout- 
partmeuta  D  contains  seven,  slides  numbered  1  to  7,  of 
which  details  are  given  below.  Compartment  E  has  (our 
subdivisions,  bb  shown  in  the  longitudinal  section  ;  No.  1 
being  for  waterproof  cloth  Mid  other  bulky  articles,  No.  2 
being  a  small  locker  for  18  bottles  of  brandy  ;  No.  3  for 
cookmtt  utensils  ;  and  No.  4  for  essence  of  meat  and  other 
lical  comforts.  Compartment  F  (lee  transverse  section 
MN)  has  five  subdivisions,  of  tliese  Nos.  1  and  S  are 
drawers  for  surgical  instruments,  and  Nos.  3,  4,  and  6 
below  are  for  portions  of  medical  comforts.  Compart- 
ment O  receives  the  operating  table,  and  the  long  splints 
for  fractures  of  the  thigh,  which  cannot  be  placed  else- 
where. Com])artment  H  has  two  numher^l  subdivisions ; 
No.  1  for  a  can  of  mineral  oil,  and  No,  S  for  the  operating

The  door  of  Compartment  D  is  hinged  below,  and  when 
opened  falls  back  into  the  horizontal  position,  forming  a. 
table  for  the  dispenser  to  work  at.  Tne  slides  Nos.  1  to 
7  in  this  compartment  draw  out  over  this  table.  Noe.  I 
to  4  face  to  the  right,  and  Noa.  5  to  7  to  the  left.  Slides. 
1,  fi,  6,  and  7  contain  most  of  the  medicines  required  ilk 
dispensing,  while  the  apparatus  employed  by  tne  com- 
pounder IS  nearly  all  placed  in  tie  ends  of  3,  4,  and  5, 
directly  facing  him,  and  within  reach,  while  the  portion 
of  the  table  opposite  these  slides  is  available  for  niin  to 
work  at.  In  the  slides,  aa  elsewhere,  ever^  Bubdivisioa  w 
numbered,  commencing  at  the  left  of  the  upper  row  as  it. 
faces  the  compounder,  and  embracing  those  below  in 
succession.  In  fllides  3  and  4  tlie  enumeration  commences 
with  the  subdivisions  in  the  ends,  but  in  5,  as  it  com- 
mences from  the  other  end,  the  outer  subdivision  is  the 
hi^est  niunber. 

The  tank  below,  in  front  of  the  hind  axle,  is  similar  to 
that  attached  to  the  ambulance  wagon.  To  fill  it,  screw 
the  leather  funnel  to  tbe  end  of  the  long  tube  and  attach 
the  funnel  to  the  hook  at  the  right  side  of  the  wagon. 
Open  the  large  stopcock  at  the  lower  part  of  the  tank,  also 
the  small  one  above  to  allow  the  air  to  escape,  thenpour 
water  into  tbe  funnel  until  the  taak  be  tilled.  When 
full,  close  the  lower  stopcock,  and  then  the  small  one 
above,  unscrew  the  funnel  from  the  tube,  and  hang  it  to 
the  proper  hook  below  the  bed  of  the  wagon.  To  obtain 
water  from  the  tank  it  is  only  necessary  to  open  the 
large  stopcock,  placing  a  vessel  below  the  end  of  the  tube 
to  receive  it.  Should  it  not  flow  freely,  the  small  stop- 
cock above  may  be  opened.

(1)  Charges  against  individuals  in  hospitals  for  articles 

lost  or  damaged,  will  be  preferred  at  once  on  the 
charge  being  traced  by  means  of  the  Personal 
Charge  Book  (Army  Book  61). 

(2)  The  firat  portion  of  the  book  showing  the  parti- 

culars of  the  charge,  together  with  the  first 
counterfoil  attached  thereto,  will  be  immediately 
forwarded  by  the  medical  officer  in  chaise  to  the 
officer  commanding  the  corps  to  which  the  man 
against  whom  the  charge  is  preferred  belongs. 

(3)  The  counterfoil  thus  sent  will  be  signed  by  the 

officer  commanding  and  returned  to  the  medical 
officer  as  soon  as  possible,  who  will  attach  it  to 
the  third  or  final  counterfoil  in  the  book. 

(4)  On  the  25th  of  each  month,  or  oftener  if  necessary, 

an  abstract,  according  to  the  accompanying  form, 
will  be  forwarded  by  the  medical  officer  to  the 
Commissariat  officer  in  charge  of  barracks,  to 
which  abstract  will  be  attached  the  second 
counterfoil  of  the  book,  duly  filled  up.
